1. ACCORDING TO PCO'S WESTON, BRITISH IN NICOSIA ARE OPERATING 
UNDER ECO INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED SHORTLY ALTER PIRST GENEVA CONE, 
WHICH WERE BASED ON PHRASE IN GENEVA DECLARATION NOTING "THE 
EXISTENCE IN PRACTICE OP TWO AUTONOMOUS ADMINISTRATIONS" ON 
CYPRUS. INSTRUCTIONS WERE TO DEAL "AS PRACTICALLY NECESSARY" 
WITH TURKISH ADMINISTRATIVE AND MILITARY AUTHORITIES. IRONICALLY, 
THESE INSTRUCTIONS WERE ISSUED, WESTON SAYS, TO BRING BRITISH 
INTO STEP WITH WHAT BRITISH PERCEIVED AS US BEHAVIOR TOWARD
